country. 

Formerly it was the same old story—the South being un- 
‘able te agree itself and therefore having little voice in what 
went on at the meeting. But this time, the Southeastern, 
Southwest and Southern Conferences presented a unified 
front against the expulsion of the “seven sinners” and won a 
great victory. 


It is significant that 93 votes were mustered on the Southern 
side against expulsion and that the Dixie proposal of three-meals- 
a-day for athletes failed to pass by only nine votes. 

Never before has a South-sponsored measure come so close to 
passing. And the last hasn’t been heard of it yet. 

- Coach Bill Alexander, of Georgia Tech, 
Two Things Wrong returned from the meeting ha a fine 
mood. He sees plenty of chance for a new sanity code which will 
be discussed at several meetings of a group consisting of the com- 
missioners of the conferences, the chairman of the NCAA compli- |

To expell a 
school from the NCAA is to virtually wreck its athletic pro- 
gram, since it will be unable to arrange a schedule. 

“It seems to me the penalty should be to not allow a violating 
institution’s athletes to enter NCAA-sponsored meets and tourna- 
ments. 

“In other words, if Georgia Tech is guilty of violation of foot- 
ball rules, none of its golfers or trackmen would be allowed to 


compete in NCAA events.”

Four Classes the new sanity code should set up four classes 
of institutions, (1) the military colleges, (2) the religious schools, 
(3) the big general universities, and (4) the small general uni- 
versities. 

“Each of these type schools have different individual 
problems in complying with any code,” he said, “and, there- 
fore, the NCAA should recognize that fact and include cer- 
tain provisions te take care of them” 

The so-called “defeat” of the NCAA code doesn’t mean we are 
likely to go back to the old regulations of books, tuition, meals, laun- 
dry, room and ten-a-month idea. 

The NCAA has already recognized an athletic scholarship 
as such and the schools will merely continue operation as 
they are now doing, but probably with a liberalized code 
after the next meeting. 

Coach Alex, in discussing penalties for violation of the code, 
doesn’t agree with many that monetary fines are necessary. 

“Shucks,” he said, “such fines are foolish. I’d like to pay $5,000 
a year in fines and ‘do as I please, wouldn’t you?”

The Governor Sets the Stage 


In politics the first essential is to get 
elected—or re-elected. 


That hoary maxim exacted its custom- 
ary obeisance in Georgia’s capitol yester- 
day, just as a couple of weeks ago in 
Washington it got the same sort of tribute 
from the nation’s chief executive. 


Doubtless, the identical ceremony goes 
on, to greater or less degree, in the capitol 
of every State in which elections will be 
held this year. 

-, The pathetic part is that it usually 
serves the purpose. 

Gov. Talmadge proposes to eliminate 
taxes now bringing some $7,000,000 an- 
nually to the State. Last July Gov. Tal- 
madge called the General Assembly into 

~ special session to provide extra taxes to 
bring in $20,000,000 additional revenue 
which he said the State needed to keep 
| up essential services, including education. 
| The Governor yesterday failed to mention 
- the , at this session, for replacing 
- the $7,000,000 which will be lost. Yet, .ev- 
' ery one of the achievements of his admin- 
_ istration—which are not inconsiderable by 
any means—entailed greater expenditure 
of funds. 


The Governor urges that the general 

_ property tax, from which the State has 
gotten but about $5,000,000 a year since 
adoption of homestead exemptions, be left 
entirely to city and county governments. 
He also is against any appreciable rise in 
‘State income taxes, saying the Federal 
« Government has preempted that field and 


to raise State rates much would amount to 
confiscation. 

At the same time he declared himself 
for continuing the expanded services he 
and others have inaugurated, and for in- 
creasing them. 3 | 


Were it not election year the pro- 
nouncement of the State’s chief executive 
in favor of greater services and less taxes 
would be strange indeed. 


State property taxes obviously ought 
to be abolished, as ought the nuisance 
taxes which the Governor wants repealed. 
It is equally true that State income taxes 
cannot be raised sufficiently to meet all 
the growing needs of the State. 


Where, then, does that leave the Gen- 
eral Assembly to turn? 


To a sales tax, of course. That is the 
only solution, coupled with adjustments 
in the income tax to equalize the. burden, 
and other necessary revisions. 


In fact, the Governor set the stage for 
just that. But it will come in 1951—not in 
this, an election year. That was the burden 
of his message, and it will be the sense of 
the General Assembly’s compliance in the 
next 28 days. 


Actually, neither the Governor nor the 
General Assembly is wholly to blame. The 
blame rests, in the final analysis, on the 
voters who clamor for more State services 
but who don’t want to pay for them. If the 
voters would face facts they then would 
have the right to demand that their po- 
litical leaders do likewise. 


- Two Hopeful Developments 


.» In other developments on Georgia’s 
* Capitol Square yesterday we were de-. 
' lighted to note two bipartisan moves 
‘ which, if completed, will credit the Gen- 
-. eral Assembly with some solid achieve- 
ment even in a political year. 


One was the introduction of a measure 
- to implement Gov. Talmadge’s constitu- 
- tional highway plan by Sen. Walter Har- 
wrison, of Millen, usually a firm critic of 
the administration. 
The other was simultaneous introduc- 
* tion in the House and Senate by ardent 
’ Talmadge supporters of bills to repeal the 
' reregistration law. The Senate measure 
was introduced by Sen. Willis Smith, of 
- Carrollton, and the House bill by Reps. 
Hamilton Kellums and Linton Malone, 
both of Laurens, and other administration 
- stalwarts. The reregistration law was an 
administration measure passed a year ago. 
= It has not been successful, partly because 
‘© of the aroma of politics it bore and partly 
£ because Talmadge spokesmen have con- 
$ fused the issue by periodically stating it 
_» ‘would be repealed at this session and, just 
~ as often, retracting those statements later. 
-- Administration Senators and Representa- 
-* tives conferred long and seriously about 
-- it over the weekend. Evidently they 


‘GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
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agreed to repeal the law. That should be 
done, but provision also should be made 
to add new registrants to the old lists. This 
latter requirement is the only fair way of 
handling the matter. 


We have been hoping for a long time_ 
that bipartisan support of the Talmadge 


highway plan would develop. That now 
has become a reality. And once again we 
urge Sen. Knox Gholston, who is sponsor 
of the opposing plan, to abandon his effort 
in favor of the Talmadge proposal. Sen. 
Gholston has done the State and the peo- 
‘ple a real service by his five-vear hammer- 
ing at the need for highway reform. As 


we said previously, he was so appalled by | 


the inefficiency and waste he*saw in the 
Georgia Highway Department he was led 
to propose restrictions which would in 
practice be unworkable. And in addition, 
Sen. Gholston does not pretend to hold 
any hope of getting the two-thirds General 
Assembly vote necessary tc submit his 
plan to the people in the form of a consti- 
tutional amendment. To our mind—and 
the Senator said the same thing before it 
became apparent he could not swing a 
constitutional amendment—a statutory 
plan that could be changed by any future 
Legislature wouldn’t be much if any better 
than what we have now.

We are faced with a choice of two propositions and I 
feel that we must choose pretty quickly between the two. 
One is to curtail the services that are being‘rendered by the State

Third, I would sell automobile tags in each county and at the 
time of the tag purchase let the owner then and there pay the 
ad valorem tax on his car. It seems to me that this is one of the 
greatest abuses of taxation in our State. Many people drive their 
old car until the second day of January and then trade it in and 
are not required to pay tax exgept on the old one. In 1949 I paid 
more taxes on my automobile than I did on a thousand-acre farm 
because I bought the car in December, 1948. Had I waited until 
Jan. 2, 1949, I would have had to pay less than half that amount. 

Fourth, I would establish a system of State-owned liquor stores. 
The more you keep raising liquor taxes and warehouse fees the 
less liquor you are going to sell. State-operated stores will mate- 
rially cut the cost of enforcement, will reduce the price to the con- 
sumer and increase the State’s revenue from this source. 


: n Fifth. It seems that our method of equalizing 
Equalization tax valuations is as archiac as the ancient tombs 
of Egypt. In the three counties surrounding Seminole, there is as 
much difference in valuations as there is in black and white. In 
one county adjoining us the tax returns show that their property 
is returned at a higher valuation than ours on property of approxi- 
mately equal value; while in another adjoining county their tax 
returns show that the same type property is returned for less than 
half of our valuations. I would suggest that there be appointed a 
State Board of Tax Equalizers and that they have a full-time 
job with commensurate salary so that property values in each 
county of the State would be returned on a more equal basis. 

It seems that if a program of this sort were enacted into law, it 
would furnish enough revenue to expand the highway program, 
the welfare program, educational program and the other various 
needs of the State with surplus left over.

What About Chinese Titoism? — 


WASHINGTON—The obvious (and known) intent‘of Secretary 
of State Acheson’s speech on Asiatic policy was to prepare for the 
ultimate recognition of fhe Chinese Communist government. Per- 
haps the best way to approach this thorny problem is through an 
old story. The story is repeated here in certain quarters, where 
knowledge of our past follies in China does not obstruct a realistic 
view of the present situation. . 


In brief, Boston’s celebrated female transcendentalist, Margaret 
Fuller, once announced, in a moment of enthusiasm, that she “ac- 
cepted the universe.” Miss Fuller’s acceptance of the universe was 
subsequently reported to Thomas Carlyle, who remarked dourly: 

“Gad, she’d better.” : 


The British were somewhat overhasty to recognize 
Too Hasty the Mao Tse-tung regime, and were treated evith 
disdain. The harassment of our Chinese consulate is an obvious 
response to our failure to follow the British in recognizing. Prob- 
ably, it is also a response to Secretary Acheson’s hints about Chi- 
nese Titoism, and is intended to show the Kremlin that the new 
Chinese government is dependably loyal. It is even possible that 
Mao Tse-tung has promised Stalin to have no relations with us 
whatever. 

Obviously, it is wise for the present to withdraw our consular 
staffs from China. Obviously, also, the American decision about 
recognition must be delayed until the positions have clarified and 
circumstances are favorable. If this happens, however,”Mao Tse- 
tung’s government should be recognized for what it is—the estab- 
lished government of China—without any implication of appease- 
ment or approbation. 

When they do not fear to be overheard by Congress, the fore- 
going is the analysis of the problem of a majority of the experts. 
To most realistic observers, the analysis seéms completely con- 
vincing. And this is true even of the observers who believe (as 


these correspondents strongly believe) that Secretary Acheson was_ 


talking polite nonsense when he argued, in effect, that the Com- 
munists were always what used to be called “the wave of. the 
future” in China. 


Relations Recent events, moreover, have vastly strengthened 

the practical argyments for opening relations with 
the Chinese Communist government. Behind Acheson’s hints about 
Titoism in China, there is solid intelligence which the Secretary did 
not disclose. 

At the close of the war, Moscow sought to gain sure control of 
Manchuria by sending out Mao Tse-tung’s old and. bitter enemy, Li 
Li-san, to direct affairs there. Li Li-san, who had been in refuge 
from Mao Tse-tung in Moscow since the thirties, for a time was a 
sort of Viceroy of Manchuria. But with Chinese smoothness, Li Li- 
san has now been replaced by another Viceroy loyal to Mao Tse- 
tung. Despite this, the Russians have continued the system of 
taking all Manchuria’s grain production, in return for machinery 
which is never delivered. 


At Moscow, the Kremlin is reported to be pressing Mao Tse- 


tung for acceptance of a standard satellite status, on the Polish or 
Rumanian model. Mao Tse-tung, ih turn, is reported to be press- 
ing for return of the industrial booty stolen by. the Russians from 
Manchuria; for re-establishment. of Chinese control of the chief 
Manchurian cities; and for permission to direct China’s affairs as 
local necessities dictate. The divergence is very wide. 
Rift Furthermore, although the Soviets are in military control 
of Manchuria, the Chinese Community Party still retains 
military control of China proper. And the party apparatus has not 
as yet been seriously penetrated by the MVD. In short, in some 
degree, and relative at least to the affairs of China proper, Mao 
Tse-tung is able to speak as an equal to the masters of the Krem- 
lin, To these reports of the Kremlin conversations, one must add 
the even more solid evidence of what has now happened in Japan.

whose close friend he is. When the war ended, he was sent to 
Japan to re-establish the apparatus of thé Japanese Communist 
Party, and to transmit to the JPC the Kremlin line of that period.

A. stranger from far away, set down from a helicopter on the steps 
of Georgia’s capitol just prior to Herman Talmadge’s address to the joint 
session of the reconvened Legisla‘ure yesterday morning, would have 
been tremendously impressed with: the content of the young Gover- 
nor’s message. eas 


The first 12 and a half pages of Talmadge’s 22-page document were reminiscent of 
nothing so much as the lilting-larvnxed exuberance of that radio commentator who, 
even in the darkest days of the recent war, nightly reassured his listeners: “Ah, yessss, 
there’s gooooood news tonight!!!” : 


One by one, the Governor took up the various phases of government . .. health, wel- 
fare, schools, veterans’ services, public safety. One by one, he cited improvements to 
substantiate his claim that “we are right now making the most constructive progress 
evét made for our people in a comparable period of time since the establishment of our 


State.” 


Injall fairness, it is an impressive argument. In all frankness, it did not engender 
the enthusiastic response which one expected. The assembled assemblymen applauded 
perfunctorily at four different points in the hour-long recital, once when the Governor 
said that conditions at Milledgeville Hospital are the best in history; again when he 
cited the State’s accomplishments in the field of veterans’ training; still again — the 
most spontaneous of all—when he invoked the memory of “the sublime courage our 
heroes in gray exemplified from the glorious triumph at Bull Run to the dark and 
tragic hours at Appomattox”; and, finally, when he declared: “I 4m not in favor of any 
increase or additional taxes at this time.” 


The Legislators did not have the,immodesty to applaud his declaration that they_had 
“brought forth from the legislative hopper more constructive measures than any other 
Assembly ever to sit here.” Nor did they have the effrontery to clap when he said “our 
school systems are operating on a sounder basis than ever before in the historv of the 


State.” 


. 

Perhaps they were thinking, as the Governor painted his glowing word picture of 
how “the present administration, with the co-operation of the General Assembly, has 
done more for the cause of public education than any other administration in the State’s 
history in a comparable period.” Perhaps they were thinking of the ramshackle buses 
and overcrowded classrooms, of the disquieting statistics on the number of Georgia’s 
more capable teachers who are taking jobs in other States, of the increasing number of 
Georgia high school graduates who have difficulty meeting the entrance examinations 
of out-of-State colleges. Perhaps, too, they were thinking of the forthcoming elections 
and the growing number of indignant Georgians who are demanding how long the State 
is going to continue evading its responsibility to provide adequate education for its boys 
and girls. At any rate, and for whatever the cause, one could not escape the conclusion 
that the Legislature, which is considerably closer to the people, did not enthusiastically 
concur with the Governor’s repeated implication that “Herman is in his mansion; all’s 
right with the world.” 


A stranger from far away, set down from a helicopter just prior to the Governor’s 
message, might not have understood the lack of enthusiasm with which it was received. 
But anyone who recently has spent any time out in the State, talking to the people, 
would have. 


The Governor’s message was a good one. 


But unfortunately the facts are that there is more to Georgia’s current dilemma than 
met the ear on yesterday.

The price of buttermilk and cream is reduced 
but practically all buttermilk is made from 
powder or condensed skim milk shipped in from 
out of State, as is a large part of the cream. 

If the consumer gets’ any oenefit from the 
farmeérs’ loss it will be in the form of better milk, 
more milk and less water in the bottle, so if your 
milk improves any remember it is the man on 
the farm who, with his family, gets up early in 
the cold and the rain to milk the cows, who is 
paying for it. :

In a vague way, Russia now has a relationship with 


China a great deal like our hapless. tieup with that country in 


1944-45. Russia is supplying 
Mao’s Chinese government with 
arms, some food, money, and key 
know-how men in military and 
industrial fields. We did the 
same for Chiang. We gave 
“counsel but not command,” as 
the courtly expression was. 
Perhaps the Russians exert a 
stronger control over the oper- 
ations of Mao’s government than 
we did over Chiang’s. Perhaps. 
We were hardly timid in our re- 
lationships with the Nationalist 
Government near the end of the 
war. It was pretty apparent to 
this reporter that neither Chiang 
nor his loose network of war- 
lord commanders ~made many 
important moves without a nod 
from Pat Hurley or Gen. Wede- 
meyer. But officially we present- 
ed a discreet hands-off attitude. 


WHETHER the Chinese Reds 
retain enough sovereignty to get 
rid of a Red Army equivalent of 
Joe Stilwell remains to be seen. 
It is possible that they still do, 
though, of course, Mao plainly is 
more of-.a tool of Moscow than 
Chiang ever was of Washington. 

Americans in all echelons 


found the Chinese a most baf- 


fling people, while rubbing shoul- 
ders with them during the war. . 

For instance we built a fan- 
tastically expensive pipeline 
across the Himalayas from India 
to Kunming, an excruciating en- 
gineering job, to speed. the de- 
livery of plane and car-gas to 
China. It was estimated that by 
the time a gallon of hundred 
octane fuel arrived at its desti- 
nation it cost U. S. taxpayers 
$25. 


But Chinese repeatedly 
hacked holes in the pipe, to 
take a little fuel for their 
lamps, and let tons of the 
precious stuff surge out on the 
ground until the break could 
be discovered and repaired. 
Or, for fun, they’d break the 
pipe at night, ignite the stuff

Dozens of Chinese transport- 
plane pilots and crew members 
were jailed or executed for 
smuggling, luxuries and medi- 
cine to the Black market or the 
Japs. 

Countless fine new trucks 
from Detroit burned out on the 
Burma Road because the Chi- 
nese driver cannot comprehend 
the need of keeping oil in crank- 
cases. Other trucks, their brakes

The Minimum Foundation for Education was the first big job 
the P.-T. A. set out to do in Georgia and that goal took it from 
a small clubby group, vaguely disconcerted with poor standards in 
schools, into the arena of big-time politics. Still novitiates even 
in small maneuvers, members were outclassed in the ring from the 
beginning.

My survey shows that most farmers have put in many 
anxious moments during the past 60 days because their 
Winter ‘pastures were not living up to expectations. We 
had learned to expect dry Septembers and Octobers, but 
not dry Novembers and Decembers.
